ANY 
Victoria, B. C., Sept. 17.—The 


company would not be seriously af- 
fected by the imposition of a duty 
on anthracite coal from the U. S., 
and it has intimated its willingness 
to give a trial order of one hundred 
thousand tons of Welsh coal for use 
in Ontario and Quebec, if the price 
is made satisfactory,” President E. 
W. Beatty of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway said here today when asked 
if a tariff placed on anthracite coal 
imported by Canada from the United 
States would seriously affect the 
operations of the Canadian Pacific. 

“The steaming qualities of Welsh 
coal are well known. It, therefore, 
depends upon, the ability of the 
Welsh operators to lay down their 
product in Canada at prices at 
least equal to United States coal,” 
Mr. Beatty went on. ‘It is not in- 
tended that the use of Nova Scotia 
or British Columbia coals should be 
in the slightest degree affected by 
this order,” he declared. 

Peace River Plans 

Regarding railway plans for the 
Peace River district, Mr, Beatty 
said: 

“The needs of the district are be- 
ing carefully considered by the local 
officers and by the end of the year 
I expect that the directors will be 
able to announce what 1 construc- 
tion within the block is considered to 
be most immediately necessary.” 


BOYS AND GIRLS SWINE CLUBS 
MEMBERSHIP INCREASES 
Montreal, Sept. 16-—More than 
five thousand boys and girls on Can- 
adian farms will be taking part in 
the annual swine club and calt 
breeding contests in the various 
provinees— this year for which the 
Canadian National Railways offer 
prizes and trophies, it was stated 
recently by Dr. W. J. Black, Di- 
rector of Colonization and Agricul- 
ture of the National System. 
Through the stimulation of the 
assistance offered in this work by 
the railway company, in bringing 
the boys and girls together in an- 
nual competition, the work of the 
clubs has progressed rapidly, par- 
ticularly with respect to calf clubs. 
There will be nearly 200 of these in 
operation this year, there being a 40 
percent increase over last year.

Threshing is fairly general 
throughout the province, and grain 
in many cases is yielding higher 
than was anticipated. Threshing 
has been resumed in most districts 
after a short period of unsettled 
weather which delayed operations to 
some extent, and with continued 
ood weather will be completed 
somewhat earlier than was the case 
last year. 

From the reports received it is 
estimated by the Department that 
the average wheat yield for the 
province will be between eleven and 


twelve bushels per acre, This is as | 


close as the estimate can be made 
with any degree of accuracy until 


further returns are received from 
the threshermen throughout — the 
province, The above figures are 


borne out by the returns which have 
already come in. 

According to an estimate arrived 
at jointly by the Department of 
Agriculture and the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, the wheat 
acreage in Alberta this year has 
been placed at 7,422,962 acres. 

A very satisfactory feature of the 
present season’s yield is the high 
quality of the majority of the wheat 
being threshed, ma districts re- 
porting a large percentage of No. 1 
and No. 2. In some cases, however, 
the grade, has been reduced by the 


presence of green kernels, but in 
very few cases is the grade below 
No, 3. 


It is apparent from the report 
that there will be a shortage of seed 
oats available for next year’s crop 
in some districts in the central parts 
of the provinee, but it is believed 
this demand can be met. satis 
factorily by other sections of the 
province where a heavier yield of the 
coarse grains is being threshed. 

Negotiations have been under way 
between the Alberta Government 
and the railway companies respect- 
ing the free shipment of hay and 
feed oats into those districts where 
the crop is short. These 
ments have now been completed and 
the plan will be in operation after 
September 18. Farmers interested 
in taking advantage of this arrange- 
ment are asked to communicate with 


the Department of Agriculture 
where full information is available. 
A careful survey made by the 


field representatives of the Depart- 
ment indicates that a comparatively 
small amount of hay will be required 
as every available source has been 


made use of and the dry weather has ' 


permitted the cutting of hay on 
many sloughs which were previously 
flooded. The amount required will, 
of cou depend on the length and 
severity of the winter. There has 
been quite a demand for feed oats 
in the area most severely affected 
by the drought.

ERNOR BRETT DEAD 


Calgary, Sept. 17.—Dr. Robert 
Brett, former lieutenant-governor of 
Alberta for 10 years, died in’ the 
Holy Cross hospital on Monday eve- 
ning at 8:50 o’clock, following a long 
period of slowly declining health 
He was 78 years of age. 

Dr. Brett had been a resident of 
California for the past few years, 
but last summer returned to his old 
home at Banff, willing to spend his 
declining years in the spot where he 
had first cast in his lot with the 
rising young province, 

Since that time his health has de- 
clined steadily. On Sunday after- 
noon he was reported to be slightly 
improved, but that night saw a grave 
change in his condition, 

Dr. Brett leaves only his widow, 
Mrs. Louise T. Brett, as one of his 
sons Earl, died many years ago, and 
the other, Harry, died in Edmonton 
recently. 

Dr. Brett was one of the 
‘known public men in Alberta. He 
was a member of the executive 
council of the Northwest Territories 
from 1888 to 1901, and was presi 
dent of the executive council from 
1889-1891, and later leader of the 
opposition. He became Lieutenant- 
Governor of Alberta in 1915) and 
served two terms. He had long beer 
prominent in the medical profession

associations. He came to the west 
as C, P. R. surgeon at Canmore, 


Bankhead and Anthracite, and later 
established the well known Brett 
Sanitarium at Banff. He has been 
a senator of Alberta University, and 
President of the Provincial Red 
Cross. He was a native of Strath 
roy, Ont., where he was born in 1851

HANDLING THE FALL LITTER 

Experimental evidence at the 
Dominion Experimental Station 
Lacombe, indicates th fall litters 


can be raised successfully providing 
certain principles of breeding, fe 
ing and housing are followed. 

For good results, fall litters should 
all be farrowed not later than 
September 15 so as to have the pigs 
well developed and able to stand cold 
weather by November. In order to 
have the pigs born from the first to 
the fifteenth of September the sow 


must be bred between May 10 and 2° 
If she is to wean her spring litt 
before being bred she must far 
during the latter part of Maret 
early in April.
